They have learned to recognize 
Suspicious decoy layouts, callers that scund more like a choking chicken 
than a mallard and duck blinds that stand out like pizza parlors, 

Those that make it to the central states have earned the equivalent to a 
master’s degree. By the time they reacts the southern coastal states they 


have earned a PHD in “survivability”, 


While we may be dealing with 


smarter ducks than our northern friends, tlaey can be hunted Successfully if 


We do our part. 


Camouflage and the ability to hide shou.'d be the first concern of hunters 
working wary waterfowl, In many cases, seasoned waterfow! avoid the 
big boat blinds and pit blinds that worked during the early part of the 
northern season. Hunters need to concentrate on {Wo aspects-natural and 


low profile, Natural can mean little more than using native vegetation to 
camouflage a blind or small boat using the proper seasonal colors, This 


may require a change in camouflage materic\l or regrassing a blind, but the 


results will be worth the effort. 


Camouflage goes hand in hand with blinds. Water fowlers may want to 


consider two or three smaller single-pe 


rson blinds to hide a group instead 


of one large structure. These smaller blinds are eusier to camouflage and 
can be constructed with a lower profile-a \efinite plus when educated 
ducks begin avoiding places with heavy enovigh cover to hide hunters and 


blinds. 


Mobility is a third consideration for the southern duck hunter, Perment 


blinds may be nice, but the ability to pick uj» and relocate to where the 


birds are actively working has obvious benefits. Late in the season, these 
preferred areas can change from day to day, and mobile waterfowlers 
enjoy an advantage that the box-blind hunters don't. “Make do" blinds can 
be make from native vegetation, or an even fiister setup can be accom- 
plished by using one of the lightweight camouflige blind materials offered 
by companies like Hunter's Specialties 

These portable blinds are available in a varie ly of patterns and provide 
excellent foundations on which to place native tushes or reeds. They can 
also be used by themselves as cover or blankets ind are particularly effec- 


tive in field-hunting situations, 


Finally, consider your decoys and calling, In the case of decoys, water- 
fowlers might do well to decrease the number of decoys instead of putting 
Out large spreads like the ducks have become accustomed to, Small 
spreads with some kind of motion decoy may well be more productive, 

Good calling can make ducks swarm around a blind like bees at a honey 
tee, but bad calling will make them head to the net county, Here the rule 
is simple-if you can call, call sparingly. If you cvan't call, take someone

Wintertime, the time that trees 
and shrubs go into their dormant 
season is the best time to move your 
trees. Most of us from, time to 
time, like to move or rearrange our 
landscape. This article contains 
some valuable tips that will be most 
helpful. 

Mr. Harrel Carroll, owner of 
Donna's Nursery, knows more 
about the nursery business than | 
Will learn in a lifetime. These steps 
tO moving trees are tips that he has 
learned from years of experience, 
and if followed will greatly increase 
your success in moving plants, 

Donna's Nursery has officially 
moved from Dauphin Street in 
Enterprise to his home near New 
Brockton, It is located at 2583, on 
County Road 545.

|. The first step is to sharpen 
your shovel or scoop. This makes 
the task far easier. A dull spade 
makes the work twice as hard, 

2. For a shrub, gather the lower 
branches and tie them up with a 
string. On some shrubs you may 
want to prune the lower branches to 
£ive you more room to dig, 

3, Start digging by reversing the 
scoop and dig away from the plant 
Keep pulling the dirt back and then 
dig down under the plant, The 
intent is to haye a ball of dirt intact 
around your roots, Keep digging 
down and under your plant. Take it 
easy and don’t get in a hurry, Never 
pry with the scoop and never pull 
on the trunk of the plant, The big 
ger the tree the deeper you have to 


Recycling fall leaves is good practice

Every fall as leaves begin to pile 
up in the yard, lots of people com 
plain about the trouble it is to rake 
up and dispose of the leaves, Try 
thinking about fall leaves as a has 
vest for your garden and landscape 
Instead of sending the leaves to the 
landfill, shred them with lawn 
mower or a chipper/shredder 
Spread them underneath your trees 
to form bed areas, The trees will 
benefit from the increased organic 
matter, 

Plus, you'll solve the problem of 
sparse turf underneath dense shade 
trees, Next spring, you may want to 
plant shade-loving groundcovers 
and plants in your new bed areas 
You've decreased the material 
headed for the landfill and 
decreased your mowing time, sim 
ply by putting your leaves to work 

You could add shredded leaves as 
mulch in your other landscape beds 
Top dress with pine straw or some 
other tidier-looking mulch for pol

Tighten 
the rope as tight as possible, Again, 
do not pull the trunk, as it will 
break the dirt and root ball, On real 
sandy soil it is hard to get the dirt to 
stay on the roots so you usually dig 
and then plant the tree bare root 
Bare root trees and shrubs need to 
be replanted immediately or heal in 
With sawdust, pine bark or soil, 
Plants in a burlap ball with survive 
a while if you desire to wait and 
replantlater, | = 

5. Dig your next hole twice as big 
as the root ball, Mix ground pine 
bark, peat moss. rotted leaves or 
compost. The tree needs a good 
soft and fertile mix for the roots to 
get started. Slow release tablets 
placed half way down in the whole 
to the sides of the plant last up to 9 
months, Do not use a commercial 
grade fertilizer, Use cow or a small 
amount of poultry litter, Cow 
manure works good as it is a low- 
grade fertilizer and does not burn 
the tree roots 

6. Replant your shrub the same 
depth level or * inch deeper if you 
like. Use the soil mix described 
above 

7. After you have planted your 
plant, water it in. A water hose 
turned on medium works well. Fill 
the entire hole with water, Leave a 
little ridge of soil or dike around 
your plant to help hold the water in 
Wait to see air bubbles come up. It 
you don't have bubbles you have 
not watered enough. Keep watering 
for the first year, Never let it dry 
out, Once a week watering in nor 
mal weather with at least 5 gallons 
of water works well. During dry 


ished-looking bed. Using shredded 
leaves as your base muleh could 
reduce by us much as two-thirds the 
mulch you need to buy when you 
lop dress the beds 

Some people tll their shredded 
leaves into their vegetable gardens 
Ihe added organie matter provides 
nutrients as well as improves how 
walter moves through the soil 

Finally, if you haye more leaves 
than you can spread in bed areas, 
compost the rest. Passive compost 
is the easiest method. Simply pile 
your shredded leayes in an out-of 
Sight part of your yard or garden 

Then let nature do the rest. It 
may take as long as a year for the 
leaves to decompose completely, 
but the results will be excellent 
Organic material to add to your beds 
and garden areas 

If you don't want to wail that 
long, hot composting is for your. It 
requires green materials in the pile 
as well as the brown materials 
(shredded leaves). The pile must be 
kept moist and turned regularly 
Even a well-managed active pile 
will slow down during winter, but

8. Mulch your shrub to keep back 
competing weeds, to increase soil 
tilth and hold the moisture in 

9. Steak a big tree by taking a 
wire through a |-foot length of 
water hose. The water hose is to 
protect the tree bark from being cut 
by the wire. Tie off the wire to 3 
different steaks spaced equally 
around the tree for the tree to grow 
straight. Wind will tilt the tree and 
also break the young roots, Any 
tree 6 feet in height or less you may 
use One straight steak with ties 
Any tree above 6 feet needs three 
Wires tied and stacked to the 
ground. 

10. During the winter you do not 
need to prune a small shrub, A tree 
with a 4-inch caliper needs to be 
pruned before planting. During the 
Spring Or summer you must prune 
1/3 of the tree before replanting 
Azaleas or other big over grown 
shrubs you need to prune before 
digging. This is a good time to 
selective prune or shape the tree 
into the desired shapes you would 
like it. 

I]. Anytime after the first killing 
frost is a good time to move your 
shrubs. If you don’t have a killing 
frost start the end of November o1 
first of December. 

12. Dogwoods are the most fre 
quently moved shrubs. However, 
they have the least survival rate 
Ideal is to plant a seedling 2 to 3 
feet tall. If moving from the woods, 
remember in the woods they are 
usually in full shade and they will 
have a hard time surviving in full 
sun. Azaleas, camellias, oaks, 
maples and crab apples are some of 
the most frequently moved trees 
and shrubs
